A feature which strikes the 
visitor as strange ts the fact that 
oll the faithful gathered round 
the Prophet's tomb from ail 
ports of the world, can say 
thelr prayers and read = the 
Koran din Arable, though with 
varying accents. Yet they can- 
not speak the Arable language 
and are obliged to take an in- 
terpreter if they want to go 
shopping or have business to do 
with the authorities, 

Thig ts due, of course, to the 
fadt that every Moslem, what- 
over his nationality, has to learn 
to read the Koran and to say 
the words of the prayers which 
are sald fiva times o day and 
ntso form part of the Koran, 
Thie is on obligation which no 
student In an Islamic school, be 
he Indian, Chinese, — Iranian, 
Turkish oc any other nationality, 
can escape, For he cannot pass 
his examination without eatis- 
fying the examiners in reading 
of the Koran {in Arabie and 
saying his daily prayers in 
Arabic, All falfhful Moslems 
are therefore able to read and 
euy thelr Arabic prayers as an 
other Arab without any difMl-

‘When I jolned Sheikh Ab- 
dulloh dl-Falsal, the Minister of 
Interior, at his evening prayers, 
more than 4,000 men, youths 
and women joined us. All sald

Afterwards, Shelich Abdullah, 
a faithful Moslem and o echolar, 
commenting on this solidarity In 
falth among the Moslems of tho 
world, told me: “What you saw 
this evening is nothing com- 
pared with what you might see 
during the great pilgrimages. 
On thoee daya, you will sce in 
tens of thousands of people, all 
facing Al-Kaaba as they pray 
to thelr veloved = Prophet 
Mohammed.”

Most of them had elther 
been born In Mecca of parents 
who had come from India, China 
or Turkmenistan so vhat thelr 
child might be born In the Holy 
Land or had come with ao 
convoy when they were young 
and decided to stay and bo 
buried In the Holy City. Some 
were newcomers, All taliccd of 
their happiness in living where 
the Prephet lived and was 
buricd more than 1,350 years 
ago. Each one sald that he 
hoped to spend the rest of his 
llfe in Mecca.

For four yeara he wae 
left alone, but then one day one 
of hts students smuggled him out 
of the University bullding as 
the police came to selzo him, 
He wandered across China to 
Japan, and thonee to India, Iran 
and Saud! Arabia, through the 
Kuwait Sheikhdom before he 
reached Mecca, Now, he said. 
he intends to spend the rest of 
his life In. “peace and prayer 
for the millons who live under 
the yolse of communism and the 
Communist police regime.” 

There are hundreds of people 
Uke Sheikh Ali and Mr Chao, 
living peacefully and happily in
